A NOVEL TRAIN 

Ainoii" notable arrivals in Los 
Ang;eles Monday was the most 
nni((ue train that ever created cu¬ 
riosity along a railroad track. It 
consisted of eighteen street cars 
which rolled into the Southern 
Pacific yards on their own run¬ 
ning gear, hauled by a big, fast 
engine. 

'I'he cars came all the way from 
St. Louis, traveling gaily over the 
rails to the astonishment and de¬ 
light of agriculturists and depot 
loungers along the .Southern Pa¬ 
cific. It was the first time a 
flock of street cars ever made up 
a special train on a steam road. 

The consignment is for the Pa¬ 
cific Electric Railway Company 
of Los Angeles. d'he eighteen 
cars, built for standard gauge, 
were shipped as a special instead 
of being packed upon rumbling 
freight cars, d'he journey Avas 
made in much faster time than by 
the old method. 

The Huntington companies, 
having made the successful test, 
hereafter will ship all standard- 
gatlg'e cars from the nianufactur- ' 
ing plants to this city on their 
own running gear, 'bhe eighteen 
cars are ecpial in every res])ect to 
the modern cars now in iuterur- 
ban I’se on the Pacific Electric 
system, d'hey are improved in 
minor res}iects. Instead of lattice- 
Avork on the sides of the ojAen 
ends, the cars are paneled solidly 
as Irigh as the elbow rests, in or¬ 
der to protect the limbs of pas¬ 
sengers from cold breezes. The ! 
curtains are made to fasten to the ; 
rails, thereby aflfording complete j 
protection during wet weather. i 

'I'he cars will be ecpiipped elec- i 
trically in the local sho])s, and j 
witln'n two or three week.s, will 
be apportioned to the branches 
needing additional equijjment.
